STATE  CONVENTION. 

With  gratitude  to  God  for  His  hlcssinj;s  upon  our  work,  we  are 
hr.ppy  to  report  a  year  of  uninterrupted  pro.spL-rity  for  the  mission 
cause  in  Alabama. 

A  decided  advance  in  contributions  for  all  our  Boards  has  been 
made.  An  t  ncour.iging  missionary  enthusiasm  seems  to  pervade 
many  sections  ol  the  State. 

I  nformalion  about  the  Boards  and  their  work  is  dispelling;  ignorance 
and  prejudice  from  the  minds  of  the  people,  and  if  present  proj;ress 
can  be  maintained,  our  denomination  may  be  expected,  at  no  distant 
period,  to  become  a  unit  in  missionary  spirit  and  enterprise. 

Our  preachers,  in  this  regard,  are  being  hopefully  converted.  It  is 
now  no  uncommon  thing  for  some  pastors  attending  our  Associations 
to  acknowledge  their  past  negligence  and  express  a  determination  to 
instruct  their  people  in  the  important  doctrine  of  sending  the  gospel  to 
the  destitute.    Others  tell  with  what  case  they  raise  the  amounts  re- 


quested  of  them,  and  report  suljstantial  improvement  in  church  work. 
'I'he  Lord  has  said:  "It  is  more  blcsscci  to  give  than  to  receive,"' 
and  happy  themselves  in  the  experience  ot  this  blessed  trutli,  pastors 
are  encouraging  tlieir  people  to  make  proof  of  the  promise. 

.Many  of  them  now,  without  apology  or  fear,  regularly  present  the 
enterprises  of  the  denomination  before  their  people  and  call  for  active 
support,  where  not  many  years  since  the  churches  were  either  opposed 
or  indifferent  to  the  denominational  enterprises:  illustrating  the  fact 
that  when  pastors  and  deacons,  the  ol'ticers  oriiained  of  <iod  to  lead 
His  people,  assume  the  position  as 'eaders  and  teachers,  the  i)eople 
will  follow. 

We  hopefully  anticipate  good  results  tt«  follow  the  meeting  of  our 
pastors  annually  in  the  Ministers'  Institute,  now  permanently  est.d). 
lislied  at  Kast  Lake.  Churches  can  render  no  better  service  lo  their 
pastors  and  lo  tlie  cause,  than  to  release  them  for  a  month  and  pay 
llxir  expenses  while  in  attendance  upon  these  meetings. 

Till'.   SLU'J'OUT    ol     I'ASTOHS. 

This  may  not  seem  a  proper  theme  to  discuss  in  a  mission  report, 
htjt  upon  this  depends,  in. no  small  degree,  the  success  of  our  caust.. 
I'astors  exhausted  from  physical  labor  and  whose  minds  are  continu- 
ally harassed  with  the  ((uestion  of  i)roviding  a  support  f(tr  their  fam. 
ilies  are  unable  to  bring  to  f)ear  the  enthusiasm  necessary  to  success 
on  this  or  any  other  important  topic.  It  is  gratifying  to  discover  a 
continual  increase  in  the  numbtr  of  those  who  have  determined  "to 
live  of  the'gospel."  And  generally  this  determination  is  met  with  a 
cheerful  encouragement  Irom  the  churches;  so  that  the  pastors  are 
supported,  the  houses  of  worship  improved,  a  spirit  of  missi»)ns  and 
education  infused,  and  new  life  imparted  to  all  the  cluirch  work. 

Many  congregations,  singly  or  by  uniting,  ;ire  erecting  homes  for 
their  pastors.  y\  comfortable  house  contributes  largely  tow;irds  se- 
curing the  j)ermanent  services  of  an  etiicicnt  man,  and  m.ikes  his  sup* 
port  less  burdensome  on  the  church.  If  the  two  (lueslinns:  ••.Ministe. 
rial  consecration"  and  "  Ministeri.il  support."  could  be  brought  prom- 
inently before  the  people  tlie  next  year  and  thoroughly  discusst-d  \n 
every  yXssociation,  it  would  result  in  much  and  la.^ting  good  to  the 
cause  of  Chrl.st.  We  are  thoroughly  perstiaded  that  a  i onsc  rated 
ministry  is  a  necessity,  if  we  would  carry  the  caiise  torward. 

ASSOCIATION. \l,    Ml.Kl  l\(iS. 

These  furnish  the  jest  opportunities  for  the  representative.^  of  our 
different  enterprises  tr  meet  with  the  messengers  from  the  churches. 
There  arc  seventy-two  Associations  in  the  .State. 

The  average  time  given  at  these  meetings  to  real  Associational 
work  will  average  but  little  more  than  tmc  day^  which  is  not  sufficient 
time  to  properly  present  all  the  subjects  about  which  the  people  need 
information. 

The  most  of  our  associations  meet  in  September  and  Octol>er.  If 
many  of  them  could  be  induced  to  change  the  time  of  their  meetings 


to  July  and  August,  it  would  enable  the  brethren  who  represent  the 
ditterent  interests  to  visit  more  of  them.  We  deem  these  .i^atherinRS 
and  the  lime  and  duration  of  tlieir  meeting  so  important  to  the  de- 
nomination, that  wi-  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  committee,  one 
from  each  Association  represented  at  this  session,  to  su^^;est  some 
means  by  which  the  changes  proposed  may  be  brought  about. 

THK   STATK    .MISSION    QUAKTKKLV. 

Since  your  last  meeting  the  Hoard  has  issued  three  numbers-  1(>.- 
<Ki(i  at  each  issue— of  "The  State  Mission  Quarterly."  Hrethren  indif- 
ferent parts  of  the  State  made  voluntary  contributions  which  enal)led 
us  to  print  the  first  number.  The  subscriptions  ftnd  a  few  advertise- 
ment.s  have  paid  the  expenses  since.  It  is  believed  that  its  publica- 
tion can  be  continued  with  but  little,  if  any,  cost  to  the  Board.  The 
price  is  so  small  it  will  go  into  thousands  of  homes  where  no  other  re 
ligious  paper  enters,  thus  diffusing  mission  intelligence  where  it  is 
most  needed.  It  is  iioi)ed  the  l)rethren  ihrougliout  the  State  will  give 
ent  outagement  to  this  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Hoard  to  supply  a  very 
useful  instrumentality  in  diffusing  religious  and  missionary  intelli- 
gence. 

SIM  srsT.\iMN(,  <iirK{  Fills. 

The  churches  at  Decatur,  Hlocton.  Hessemer  an<l  Camj)  Hill,  en- 
abled by  the  assistance  heretofore  given  them  by  the  Hoard  have  l.'e- 
come  self-sustaining  and  contributors  to  our  general  work.

Is  the  motto  the  lioard  has  chosen  and  put  upon  its  missionary 
envelopes.  With  a  view  to  further  develop  this  idea  the  Hoard  had 
five  hundred  church  canvassing  books  ])rintO(I,  prei)ared  for  easy- ref- 
erence to  the  page  of  each  member,  'i'hese  were  offered  to  the 
chun  lies  at  about  their  cost,  'f  heir  sale  was  disappointing.  More 
than  three  hundred  are  yet  on  hand.  Hut  the  reports  trom  those  who 
have  given  them  a  fair  trial,  encourage  us. to  believe  it  was  not  a 
bad  investment.  Our  j)eople  arc  slow  to  adopt  newmethods,  espe. 
cially  those  which  recjuire  attention  and  involve  a  little  trouble,  trus- 
tors are  besought  never  to  give  up  the  hope  that  the  above  mcnt 
tJoned  motto  may  be  realized. 

lOKKICiN    MISSIONS. 

The  receipts  for  Foreign  Missions  steadily  increase,  most  of  it 
pajising  through  our  Hoard. 

We  have  given  for  the  year  to  this"  object  :ftt,H'.20..")(l. 

Alabama  is  asked  for  !j»T,500  another  year. 

The  attention  of  our  brethren  is  called  to  the  large  amount  of  inter- 
est the  P'orcign  Hoard  payi*  each  year  on  money  borrowed.  To  pre- 
vent this  loss,  it  is  recommended  that  the  collection.«»  for  this  object  be 
made  the  first  of  the  year.  The  missionaries  on  the  Foreign  field  mist 
paid  promptly  or  suffer,  and  the  IJoard  has  no  a'ternative  but  to  bor- 
row monev  when  the  churches  do  not  furnish  it  in  time.

Appropriated  ;?2,000  to  aid  us  in  our  work  the  past  year,  all  of  which 
we  did  not  expend.  We  shall  not  further  tax  this  Hoard  unless  some 
occasion  makes  it  necessary  for  us  to  appeal  to  their  liberality.

In 'submitting  this,  our  first  report,  we  bej;  the  Convention  to  re- 
member that  the  chan;;e  from  Marion  to  Opelika  caused  some  confu- 
sion in  the  minds  of  bret'uen  in  regard  to  our  IJibU:  and  colporta^e 
work,  and  time  was  retpiired  to  turn  their  attention  to  the  new  lo- 
cation. Our  business  has  p;radually  but  constantly  increased,  month 
by  month,  since  we  bejjan.  'I'he  meaj^reness  of  contributions  received 
was  embarrassing  and  hampering,  so  that  we  could  do  but  a  fraction 
of  what  we  wished  to  do.  Altogether  contributions  for  the  entire  ten 
months  amount  to  only  $H'J('».  10,  and  >i.")22  of  this  amount  have  been  re- 
ceived within  the  last  sixty  days.  At  least  $J00  is  required  for  every 
colporteur  in  the  field  to  keep  up  the  necessary  stock  of  books.  Our 
hope  is  to  put  a  colporteur  in  every  .Association  in  the  State.  To  do 
this  we  must  have  more  liberal  and  more  regular  contiibutions  from 
the  churches.

The  large  increase  in  the  amount  required 
for  each  student's  expenses  is  having  its  effect  upon  our  treasury,  and 
should  have  its  effect  on  the  generosity  of  our  brethren.  The  adver- 
tisement in  the  catalogue  that  our  Board  would  pay  $]:\0  per  capita 
lias  misled  many,  and  letters  have  poured  in  upon  us  even  from  other 
States,  thinking  that  the  Baptists  of  Alabama,  arc  rich  and  able  to 
help  all. 

It  has  also  had  the  effect  to  diminish  the  help  which  students 
should  give  to  themselves  in  seeking  our  aid.  Many  do  not  propose 
to  pay  any  jiart  of  their  (jnvx  expenses.  Let  it  be  understood  that  our 
resources  are  meagre,  far  too  meagre  for  the  work  we  have  in  hand  ; 
and  let  our  brethren  come  to  our  relief  by  generous  contributions. 

In  order  to  save  the  expense  of  sending  representatives  to  Associ- 
ations we  have  written  to  some  influential  brother  in  each  .Association 
to  represent  us,  and  in  many  cases  we  are  grateful  to  say  our  re(iuesi 
has  been  complied  with.  Members  of  the  Board  have  represented 
the  work  when  it  could  be  done  without  great  expense. 

The  Board  has  appointed  a  sub-committee  on  lectures  for  the  min- 
isterial  students  at  Howard  College,  consisting  of  Doctors  W.  C. 
Cleveland  and  W.  L,  Pickard  to  counsel  with  the  President  in  making 
appointments. 

The  fund  for  colored  students  has  been  so  .small  that  we  have  re- 
tained it  in  the  hope  that  it  would  be  increased  so  that  we  could  apply 
to  some  good  advantage.    We  want  the  prayers  of  our  brethren  for  our 
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work,  and  we  want  their  money.  We  want  their  prayers  and  their  ,ilms 
to  go  up  as  a  memorial  before  God  in  behalf  of  this  cause  so  dear  to 
the  heartfi  of  Alal)ama  Baptists.

15.  The  report  of  the  Church  lUiildin;;  Hoard  was  made 
verbally  by  George  B,  Eager,  its  President,  to  the  effect 
that  no  work  had  been  done  by  the  Hoard  for  satisfactory 
reasons  during  the  past  ye;ir,  and  he  recommended  on  be- 
half of  the  members  of  the  J^oard  present  at  this  session, 
that  the  work  contemplated  in  the  appointment  of  the 
lioard  be  turned  over  to  the  State  Mission  Hoard,  which 
on  motion  of  \V.  C.  Cleveland,  was  so  ordered  by  the 
Convention. 

10.  The  report  of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  of  Howard  Col- 
lege was  read  by  \V.  C.  Ward,  its  Hresident,  as  follows : 


KEPOKT  OF  THE  liOARD   OF   TRUSTEES   OF   HOWARD 

COLLEGE. 
To  (he  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention  : 

Although  the  Baptists  of  the  State  have  been  informed  through  the 
columns  of  the  Alabama  Baptist  and  by  distribution  of  its  catalogues, 
of  the  operations  of  Howard  Collngc  for  the  year  1Hso-!H),  yet  it  may 
be  well  to  state  that  there  is  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  work 
of  that  year.  There  were  enrolled  as  students  of  the  College  during 
the  scholastic  year  one  hundred  and  seventy  students,  of  which  number 
about  thirty-five  were  ministerial  students  and  sons  of  ministers.  The 
Board  cannot  speak  'too  hi>;hly  of  the  faithful,  excellent  work  per 
formed  by  faculty  and  students ;    nor  of  the  good  conduct  of  the  stu. 
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dents,  and  the  excellent  discipline  maintained.  The  young  men  at- 
tending the  College  have  made  the  impression  upon  the  community  of 
liirmingham  and  vicinity  that  they  are  there  for  work.  Twelve  young 
men  received  diplomas  as  testimonials  of  their  merit. 

Gratifying  as  were  the  results  of  the  last  scholastic  year,  wc  are 
glad  to  report  that  the  proepccts  for  the  i)rcsent  year  are  the  most 
flattering  in  the  history  of  the  College.  Already  one  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  students  have  matriculated,  and  no  liner  body  of  young 
men  car  be  found  in  America.  Among  them  are  young  men  from 
seven  other  States,  outside  of  Alabama.  They  are  of  the  best  mate- 
rial. They  arc  trom  city,  town  and  country,  and  represent  the  classes 
Irom  which  comes  all  progress. 

Alre.dy  it  has  been  necessary,  in  addition  to  the  provision  made 
for  the  accommodation  of  students,  to  rent  five  other  houses  adjacent 
to  the  College  grounds.  Hy  the  first  of  February,  ISiil.  it  is  confi- 
dently expected  that  the  academic  building  will  be  completed,  and 
that  the  building  now  used  for  recitation  rooms  can  be  utilized  for 
sleeping  and  living  apartm  iits  for  students.  Arrangements  have 
been  made  for  the  erection  of  two  bri(-k  dormitories,  whiih  will  be 
completed  during  the  second  term  ofthis  scholastic  year.  These  two 
buildings  will  accommodate  thirty-two  students,  and  the  present 
academic  building  will  accommodate  nearly  as  many  more;  so  that  by 
the  beginning  of  the  scholastic  year  ]HUl-U'2,  we  think  it  will  be 
unnecessary  to  rent  buildings  tf)  accommodate  students. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  the  zeal,  energy  and  la1>ors  of 
Dr.  B.  F.  Kiley,  the  I'risident  of  the  Faculty,  in  his  efforts  to  build 
up  the  College.  During  the  summer  vacation  he  traveled  vver  four 
thousand  miles  in  the  interest  of  the  College,  presenting  its  cl.ums  to 
parents  and  young  men.  Much  of  the  present  condition  of  the  College 
and  its  flattering  prospects  are  due  to  his  zealous,  well-directed  labors. 
The  College  in  this  respect  is  also  indebted  to  Dr.  I'urser,  its  financial 
agent,  and  to  Dr.  Shaffer,  its  friend,  who  never  lose  an  opportunity  to 
speak  a  good  word  in  its  behalf. 

FLVANCIAL   CONDITIOV. 

In  maintaining  the  College  and  operating  it.  we  have  incurred  no 
additional  debt.  So  far,  since  our  last  report,  the  College  has  been 
self-sustaining. 

All  praise  is  due  to  the  noble  Baptist  women  of  Alabama  in  that 
during  the  summer  vacation  they  have  furnished  the  dormitories  with 
new  bedding  and  iron  bedsteads  and  woven-wire  mattresses.  During 
the  vacation.  Miss  Annie  Tartt,  of  Livingston,  a  noble  young  Haptist 
Christian,  raised  5500.00,  and  to  that  sum,  from  her  own  purse  .idded 
a  large  sum  to  make  up  the  deficiency  necessary  to  purchase  the  outfit 
of  bedsteads  and  mattresses;  so  that  in  respect  to  dormitory  furnish- 
ing, no  college  is  better  supplied. 

In  order  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  public  and  the  growing  neces* 
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sities  of  the  College,  the  Horird  of  Trustees  found  it  necessary  to  an- 
ticipate the  collection  of  the  subscriptions  lor  the  erection  of  the 
academic  huildinj;. 

Acting;  under  the  authority  given  at  the  last  meeting  of  this  Conven- 
tion, the  IJoard  of  Trustees  of  Howard  College  executed  its  bonds, 
payable  at  five  years  after  the  first  of  April,  ISUO,  interest  payable 
semi-annually,  at  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  for  the  sum  of  .t4U,()0().()0 
to  the  Union  Trust  Company  of  I'hiladelphia,  and  to  secure  the  pay! 
ment  of  the  same  hypothecated  the  subscription  notes  given  to  this 
Convention  for  the  erection  of  the  main  building,  to  the  amount  of 
$4:{,4.-)O.0(),  and  mortgaged  the  land,  sixty-four  acres,  donated  by  the 
I'iast  Lake  Land  Company  and  the  Kuhama  Academy.  To  enable  us 
to  do  this,  the  JOast  Lake  Land  Company  executed  a  deed  to  Dr.  D. 
I.  Purser,  conveying  that  land,  express! tig  that  it  was  for  the  purpose 
of  building  and  maintaining  a  college  and  empowering  him  to  mort. 
gage  the  lands  or  sell  the  same  to  realize  money  for  that  purpose.  I^ 
only  remains  for  Dr.  I'urser  to  convey  these  lands  to  the  Convention, 
when  we  have  ceased  to  build,  or  sooner. 
At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention  there  was  reported 
as  subscribed  for  the  main  building,  evidenced  by  sul> 

scription  notes  and  deeds,  and  in  cash  on  hand !«'M2,()S9  T.'i

As  fjst  as  moiry  is  collected,  after  providing  for  interest,  the  bal- 
ance is  lent  on  mortgage  security,  so  as  to  accumulate  against  the  day 
of  payment. 

The  main  luilding  is  well  advanced  towards  completion,  and  it  is 
expected  tluu  soon  you  will  have  a  commodious  building  well  adapted 
to  college  i)urposes. 

In  all  that  has  been  done  care  has  been  observed  to  scrupulously 
avoid  creating  any  indebtedness  for  which  this  Convention  would  be 
liable. 

We  regret  to  report  the  death  of  Hon.  J'orter  King.  lion.  K.  H 
Sterrclt,  Dr.  Sam'l  Henderson  and  the  removal  of  Dr.  IJ.  IL  Crumpton 
from  the  State,  all  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  whose  pi'aces 
are  to  be  filled. 

And  now.  brethren,  considering  the  great  interests  involved,  consid- 
ering  the  future  of  the  Baptists  of  Alabama,  considering  the  great  im- 
portanceof  providing  Christian  education  for  the  young  men  of  the 
South,  considering  the  necessity  for  the  Baptists  of  tiis  St.te  to  so 
build  at  Birmingham  as  will  secure  this  to  be  most  important  city  and 
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district  in  Alabama  for  Baptist  principles,  and  of  the  necessity  of 
planting  our  young  men  wiicre  they  will  bo  brought  in  contact  with 
the  most  advanced  ideas  of  the  age,  we  feel  that  we  have  been  justified 
in  the  course  pursued;  and  in  again  appealing  to  you  to  go  beyond 
what  you  have  already  so  grandly  and  liberally  done,  to  provide  still 
further  for  your  College.  If  need  be,  let  us  place  a  mortgage  on  pos- 
terity, that  our  children  may  share  the  burdens  and  responsibility  for 
the  benefits  provided  for  them. 

It  will  not  do  to  close  this  report  without  mention  of  the  Ministers* 
Institute,  gotten  up  and  conducted  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  I),  I. 
Purser  in  the  College  buildings  in  th*?  months  of  June  and  July  last. 
There  were  gathered  in  this  Institute  for  instruction  more  than  sixty 
liaptist  pastors  and  preachers,  and  for  one  month  they  enjoyed  the 
inestimable  advantages  of  hearing  lectures  deliverctd  by  the  distin- 
guished brethren,  Drs.  Teague,  Iliden,  Young  of  Washington  City 
Manly  of  Louisville,  McDonald  of  Atlanta,  and  Anderson  of  Fort 
Deposit.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  every  year  the  Baptist  ministers  will 
assemble  in  Howard  College  for  mutual  instruction  and  religious  up- 
building. 

In  conclusion,  we  plead  that  whatever  else  you  may  undertake  for 
the  cause  of  the  Master,  that  you  shall  be  a  unit  in  the  cause  of  build- 
ing for  the  present  and  future  a  great  Baptist  Colle.u'e  at  ICast  Lake^ 
a  great  Baptist  stronghold  in  the  very  heart  of  the  most  populous  dis- 
trict of  Alabama,  and  to  be  the  most  prosperous  in  the  .South.

The  Fifty-second  Annual  Session  opened  October  J),  is^O  and 
closed  June  18,  IHOO.  Fourteen  teachers  and  officers  were  employed 
jn  the  conduct  of  the  school. 

There  were  in  attendance  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  pupils,  of 
whom  one  hundred  and  three  boarded  in  the  Institute.  The  Collegi- 
ate Department  contained  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  students;  the 
Preparatory,  twenty-five.  In  the  Music  Department  there  were  one 
hundred  and  fifteen  students;  in  Art,  twenty-two;  in  Klocution 
thirty-nine.  The  Excelsior,  the  Post  Graduate  Class,  contained  six 
members;  and  twenty-four  students  pursued  special  courses  of  study* 

There  are  eighty-six  living  rooms  completely  furnished,  exclusive 
of  all  public  rooms,  such  as  parlors,  library  and  office.  The  Music 
Department  has  twenty-five  pianos  and  the  Three- Manual  Pipe  Organ* 
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On  the  24th  of  November,  188S,  wc  had  only  twelve  pianos,  and  furni. 
ture  for  twenty  rooms.     The  pianos  are  all  paid  for  but  four. 

The  organ  is  a  present  from  Mr.  (icorge  C.  Kelley,  of  Birmingham. 
He  donated  it  as  a  memorial  of  his  deceased  wife,  who  wjjs  an  alumna 
of  the  Judson.  We  do  not  believe  that  any  school  in  America  has  an 
organ  that  is  superior  to  this  magnificent  instrument. 

There  were  nine  full  graduates,  one  eclectic  graduate,  and  one 
graduate  in  vocal  music,  at  the  Commenceme'nt.  The  occasion  elic- 
ited a  gratifying  degree  of  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  visiting  brethren 
and  friends.  It  also  confirmed  the  statement  made  by  the  President 
of  the  school  in  his  annual  report  to  us  that  the  teachers  had  dis- 
charged their  duties  with  skill  and  wisdom,  and  that  the  students  had 
been  studious  and  successful.  A  vacancy  has  occurred  in  the  JJoard, 
by  the  resignation  of  Brother  J.  T.  Fitzgerald;  we  regret  to  lose  his 
wisj  counsels,  and  his  helpful  co-operation.  We  desire  also,  to  place 
on  record,  our  testimony  to  his  liberality,  in  assisting  us  to  erect  the 
new  building,  from  the  ashes  of  November  'Jt,  isss.  We  would  ask 
the  Convention  to  till  this  vacancy. 

The  Kifly-third  Session  is  in  successful  operation.  One  hundred 
and  sixty-six  pupils  are  now  present,  including  one  hundred  and 
twenty  boarders. 

We  desire  to  make  grateful  acknowledgement  to  Almighty  Gojl  for 
His  preservation  of  The  Judson,  for  the  measure  of  prosperity  it  en- 
joys, and  for  enabling  us  to  meet  our  maturing  pecuniary  obligations. 
The  divine  favor  tiius  manifested  should,  it  seems  to  us,  incite  the 
great  Baptist  denomination  of  Alabama  to  make  earnest  efforts  to  dis- 
charge the  debt  that  rests  upon  their  property,  and  to  endow  the 
school.  The  cost  of  board  and  tuition  could  then  be  reduced,  and 
the  institution  would  be  insured  against  embarrassment,  that  may 
occur  any  year,  by  reason  of  crop  failures,  temporary  financial  depres- 
sion, and  from  epidemics  of  a  local  character. 

In  closing  this  report,  we  desire  to  state  that  we  think  our  denomi- 
nation fortunate  in  having  their  school  for  the  education  of  their 
daughters  presided  over  by  so  able  an  educator,  and  polished  Chris- 
tian gentleman,  as  Dr.  S.  W,  Averett,  assisted  as  he  is  by  a  faculty 
of  the  highest  grade  of  culture.

Study  to  show  your- 
selves approved  unto  God,  workmen  that  need  not  to  be  ashamed, 
rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth." 

ii{>.  \V.  C.  Cleveland,  for  the  Committee  on  Associational 
Meetings,  submitted  the  following  report : 


The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  a  change  in  the 
times  ot  meeting  of  the  Associations  in  the  State,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  such  changes  as  have  been  mentioned  in  the  discussion  of  the 
subject  before  your  body  are  both  desirable  and  practicable,  but  we 
cannot  now  suggest  the  details  of  such  change.  We  therefore  recom- 
mend that  the  Convention  appoint  a  committee  of  five  brethren,  who 
shall  be  authorized  to  formulate  and  suggest  the -changes  to  the  As- 
sociations, the  said  committee  having  authority  to  communicate  with 
the  Associations  through  their  K-xecutive  Committees  by  private  cor- 
respondence or  by  publication  in  the  Alabama  Baptist,  it  being  un- 
derstood that  the  object  in  view  is  to  ask  the  Associations  to  so  ap- 
point their  times  of  meeting  that  the  representatives  of  our  denomi- 
national enterprises  and  others  wishing  to  do  so,  may  be  able  to  at- 
tend a  larger  number  of  the  Associations  than  it  is  now  possible  for 
them  to  attend.  We  are  aware  that  no  arrangement  can  be  made  that 
will  give  to  each  Association  in  the  State  a  time  of  meeting  entirely 
to  itself,  but  we  beg  to  suggest  that  the  times  of  meeting  of  the  As- 
sociations in  the  southern  division  or  in  the  northern  division  of  the 
State  could  be  so  appointed  that  there  would  be  no  conflict  between 
any  two  Associations  in  that  division  of  the  State.  This  would  in  a 
great  measure  meet  the  object  in  view. 
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The  report  was  adopted,  and  W.  C.  Cleveland,  \V.  B. 
Crumpton,  Z.  D.  Roby,  C  W.  O'Hara  and  J.  L.  Thomp- 
son, were  appointed  the  committee  suggested. 

30.  The  report  on  T'oreign  Missions  was  read  by  A.  \V. 
McGaha,  Chairman  of  the  committee,  as  follows : 

KOKKKJN   MIS.SIONS. 

A  careful  reading  of  the  rf  port  of  the  .Secretary  of  onr  Koreip;n 
Mission  Hoard  tilKs  our  hearts  first  with  joy  and  then  with  «a<hiess. 
When  we  take  into  con.sideration  the  j^reat  difticuhies  which  have  con- 
fronted us  on  every  hand,  and  which  have  ])een  to  such  a  lar>;c  extent 
overcome,  we  find  abundant  reason  to  praise  (lod  ;(nd  press  on.  It 
is  a  matter  of  profound  gratitude  to  CJod  tliat  durinj.!;  the  last  year  our 
brethren  have  placed  in  the  Hoard's  hands  the  splendid  sum  of  ^\W,- 
()<H).(H).  This  is  no  mean  \r\it  to  the  cause,  nt)r  has  the  Lord  failed  to 
bless  the  use  of  every  dollar  of  the  amount.  We  acknowledge  with 
thankfulness  that  the  Master  has  answered  our  prayers  and  enabled 
the  lioard  to  send  out  during  the  last  year  such  a  large  number  of 
consecrated  and  finely  equipped  laborers  to  reinforce  our  busy  band 
of  gleaners  and  also  that  our  own  State  is  so  ably  represented  among 
the  number. 

Another  cause  for  rejoicing  is  the  fact  that  our  missionaries  on  for- 
eign fields  have  been  permitted,  by  the  mercies  of  (iod,  to  baptize 
into  their  cliurches  as  many  as  AW  happy  believers,  and  to  raise 
among  their  members  for  the  advancement  of  the  cause  the  handsome 
sum  of  .*-l,70().(K),  or  an  average  of  about  J?!.')!*  per  mend)er.  We 
praise  the  Lord  for  His  many  merci'.vs. 

There  are,  however,  some  features  not  so  encouraging.  The  earn- 
est soul  who  looks  calmly  at  the  situation,  finds  some  things  he  regrets 
to  note  . 

L  That  the  amount  of  money  to  properly 'conduct  and  enlarge  our 
work  was  not  given  last  year  and  is  not  being  raised  this  year— *1.")0,. 
000.00  were  needed,  but  only  !?109,OC)ri.OO  contributed. 

2.  That  the  failure  of  the  churches  to  contribute  .".ystema'ically  has 
resulted  in  serious  embarrassment  and  heavy  loss  to  the  Hoard.  Last 
year  the  Board  borrowed  large  sums  of  money  in  order  to  meet  their 
obligations.  The  interest  paid  on  these  sums  amounted  to  nearly 
j?l,(iO0.0O.  Of  course  this  was  a  dead  loss.  This  might  have  been 
saved.  It  is  a  deplorable  fact  that  we  are  doing  no  better  this  year. 
Half  the  year  is  gone  and  only  one-fifth  of  the  necessary  funds 
for  the  year's  work  has  been  sent  in.  If  Alabama  continues  to  con- 
tribute the  remaining  six  months  at  the  same  rate  she  will,  instead  of 
giving  $7,500.00,  raise  about  !?.3,000.00.  We  believe  the  churches  will 
come  up  in  the  end,  but  it  is  neither  wise  nor  businesslike  to  wait  till 
the  end  to  send  in  funds  which  are  needed  as  much  in  the  beginning 


and  in  the  middle  of  the  year  as  at  other  times.  If  contributions  had 
come  in  dul•in^;  llie  entire  year  as  r.ipidly  and  at  the  same  rate  as  they 
did  during  the  last  twenty-seven  hours  of  last  year,  we  would  to-day 
have  a  surplus  of  r  ».()()  ),0()().()()  in  the  treasury. 

:i.  A  third  cause  for  rej;ret  and  sadness  arises  from  the  loss  by  death 
and  from  ill  health  of  so  many  of  our  missionaries.  Two  of  our  most 
efficient  lady  workers,  Mrs.  Ilostwick,  of  (Miina,  and  Mrs.  Smith,  of 
Africa,  have  l)een  called  to  ih.-ir  reward.  Quite  a  number  have  re- 
tired on  account  of  poor  health  from  the  field  for  a  lon^jer  or  shorter 
period.  As  many  as  ei^ht  from  one  field— some  of  whom  will  not  re- 
turn. We  suppose  thero  is  no  remedy  for  this.  The  God  who  calls 
to  labor  is  the  (iod  of  climate  as  well. 

Lack  of  space  and  time  forbid  even  a  j;limpsc  at  the  various  fields. 
We  would  like  to  speak  of  Japan,  '*  the  mahv  mission,"  with  her  40,- 
niK),()(M)  souls  and  two  missionaries;  of  China,  with  ten  times  as  many 
inhabitants  and,  too,  ten  times  as  many  laborers,  of  her  numerous 
churches  and  stations,  of  the  encoura;;in<;  outlook  of  the  work  so  ably 
conducted  by  such  earnest  men  as  Drs.  Taylor  and  Kager  in  Italy;  of 
Hrazil  and  the  Dark  Continent  to  say  nothinj;  of  our  next  door  neigh- 
bor, Mexico,  and  the  wonderful  work  done  by  tiie  wonderful  Powell, 
aided  by  su'  h  noble  fellows  as  McCormick  and  a  host  of  others,  whose 
labors  God  is  so  abundantly  blessing. 

We  offer  in  conclusion  a  few  suggestions  to  our  pastors. 

1.  That  every  means  available  be  used  to  inform  our  people  of  the 
condition  and  needs  of  the  work.  We  recommend  as  the  best  litera- 
ture the  *Foreign  Mission  Journal,  of  Richmond,  Va. 

2.  That  our  churches  be  educated  to  give  liberally,  and  by  all 
means,  systematically. 

;».  That  we  encourage  the  formation  of  societies  among  the  children 
and  ladies  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  in  our  churches. 

After  remarks  by  M.  K  Wharton,  G.  H.  laager  and  T. 
I*.  Boil,  the  report  was  adopted. 

31.  The  report  on  Home  Missions  was  read  by  W.  J. 
Klliott,  chairman  of  the  committee,  as  follows : 


HOME  MISSIONS. 
Never  before  has  the  cause  committed  to  the  Home  Mission  Board 
had  more  tangible  evidences  of  God's  favor  than  during  the  past  year. 
The  Board  has  had  before  it  a  work  of  stupendous  magnitude  in  sup- 
plying the  demands  of  this  rapidly  advancing  age.  The  work  done 
during  the  year  ending  April,  18S»0,  is  as  follows:  AMissionaries  em- 
ployed, 371;  number  baptized,  4,477;  received  by  letter,  3,G21  ;  tota'

tuted, *2(I7;  houses  o(  worship  built,  S4;  amount  received  by  Treasu- 
rer, $«)8,v70.70.  This  represents  the  actual  work  done  for  the  Baptists 
of  the  South.  From  all  parts  of  the  ticlil  occupied  by  the  Home 
Mission  Hoard,  which  embraces  the  Southern  States,  Indian  Terri- 
tory and  the  Island  of  Cuba,  the  outlook  is  most  encouraging;.  The 
greatest  measure  of  success  has  been  in  Cuba,  notwithstanding;  the 
unfair  means  used  by  the  natives  to  prevent  our  proj;ress.  Kive  years 
aj;o  that  island  was  turned  over  to  the  Home  Mission  Hoard.  Since 
then,  brother  Dia/,,  and  his  native  assistants,  have  been  operatinj; 
there  with  marvelous  success.  We  now  have  21  missionaries,  1,700 
members,  2,000  in  Sunday-schools,  TOO  in  day  schools,  and  20  younj; 
ministers  are  being  instructed. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  the  Board 
made  a  special  report  on  the  new  work  which  needs  to  be  done  during 
the  present  year.  The  work  in  the  Indian  Territory  needs  to  be  in- 
creased, and  $2,000  additional  will  be  required  for  that  purpo.se^ 
There  is  an  imperative  demand  for  a  .Mission  in  New  Mexico,  which 
will  require  $2,000  more.  The  Board  ought  to  increase  its  appropria- 
tio.is  to  Eastern  Kentucky,  East  Tennessee.  Western  North  Carolina 
and  Northeastern  (Georgia,  not  less  than  .f.'»,()00,  and  for  our  work  among 
the  foreign  population  in  Missouri  and  Arkansas. 

In  the  work  of  church  building  not  less  than  $10,000  is  needed.  The 
trade  for  the  house  of  worship  in  Havana  has  been  consummated,  and 
Jl  5,000  will  be  needed  to  make  the  next  payment.  The  work  in  Cuba 
so  rapidly  enlarging,  will  require  $2,('00  more  than  last  year.  These 
amounts  aggregate  $i:>,0 '0  of  new  work  which  presses  upon  the  lioard. 
This  sum  of  S4.*5,O0O,  added  to  the  $70,000  expended  last  year,  make 
Jl  13,000  required  by  the  Board  for  the  present  year's  work.  If  the 
churches  will  contribute  $100,0)0  of  this  sum,  the  Board  will  secure 
the  remaining  $13,000  from  othiT  sources.  We  are  asked  to  raise 
$t),o(i0  in  this  State  for  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

The  fields  to  which  this  Board  devotes  itself,  grow  wider  every  year. 
The  vast  tides  of  population  coming  to  our  towns,  cities  and  vill.)gcs, 
make  the  responsibilities  of  our  Southern  Baptists  greater  than  ever 
before.  The  liberality  of  years  past  will  not  be  sutticient  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  present  and  future.  Every  new  field  and  every  mis- 
sionary  success  calls  for  an  increase  of  effort  and  contributions  lo  its 
support.  We  may  make  our  lives  more  useful  by  attempting  the 
great  things  which  our  Savior  calls  upon  us  as  his  disciples  to  perform.

RKl'OKT  OF  COM.MITTKK  ON  SAliBATH  SCHOOLS. 

The  work  done  in  our  Sabbath  Sclinols  is  in  the  truest  sense  Home 
Missionary  work.  It  differs  from  other  Missionary  labor  in  that  it 
has  to  do  directly  and  chiefly  with  docile  minds  and  plastic  hearts. 
Hence  it  yields,  proportionally,  ^'reater  and  speedier  results. 

These  facts,  though  frankly  and  universally  admitted  in  theory,  by 
Christian  people  are  sadly,  persistently  and  practically  overlooked  in 
many  c[uarters. 

While  we  should  be  thankful  that  Sabbath  Schools  arc  multiplying 
and  the  work  increasing  annually,  there  is  need  of  greater  zeal  and 
more  spirituality  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  by  those  to  whom  it 
js  immediately  entrusted,  lest  it  degenerate  into  a  mechanical  and  per- 
functory >ervice,  and  therefore  become  suptrricial  and  short-livt-d. 

It  cannot  be  too  strongly  insisted  upon  in  these  days  of  liberalism, 
that  our  Sunday  Schools  be  oflicered  and  taught  by  men  and  women 
who  have  not  only  orthodox  head-*,  but  orthodo.x  hearts.  It  has  !>een 
well  and  wisely  said,  that  the  best  assistant  a  superintendent  or 
teacher  can  have  is  a  consistent  life. 

It  is  modestly  suggested  by  your  committee  that  each  Association 
appoint  a  committee  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  look  after  this  interest 
and  organize  Sabbath  Schools  in  thos.-  localities  where  there  are  none, 
always  co-operating  with  the  churches  that  have  no  Sabbath  Schools. 

We  further  commend  to  the  careful  consideration  of  Alabama  Hap- 
lists  the  circular  letter  issued  by  our  .Sunday  School  Committee  at 
Louisville,  Kentucky,  and  recommend  that  our  churches  a;id  Sunday 
Schools  use  the  literature  of  the  Southern  IJaptis  Convention,  known 
as  the  "  Kind  W^ords'  series.  \V.  B.  Caktkk.

(.'ivili/.ation  is  the  natural  outgrowth'of  society. 

Good  society  is  the  concentration  and  commingling  of  cultivated, 
refined  intelligences. 

The  degree  of  excellence  of  society  in  the  thon^ht  world  depends 
upon  ment.il  culture  ;  the  degree  of  purity,  upon  luart  culture. 

For  j)rofouMd  thought,  though  shadowed  hy  superstitions,  the  an- 
cient and  middle  ages  produced  master-minds  whose  impress  is  fixed 
upon  the  philosophy  of  modern  times.  The  civilizations  of  the  past 
were  the  products  of  ancient  schools  of  philosophy.  These  civiliza- 
tions, however,  contained  within  themselves  the  elements  of  their  own 
destruction.  J-'.ach  ancient  system  had  a  central  thought  and  the  ac- 
complishment of  a  single  purpose,  thus  failing  to  touch  but  one  person 
in  the  human  trinity. 

Among  the  Chinese,  the  central  idea  was  a  knowledge  of,  and  alle- 
giance to  the  traditions  and  teachings  of  a  human  ancestry,  made  di- 
vine by  a  false  religion;  among  the  Hindoos,  the  reverence  of  castes; 
among  the  Isrealites,  the  letter  of  the  law  without  its  spirit;  amo^^g 
the  Egyptians,  submission  to  the  Priesthood;  among  the  Spartans, 
preparation  for  war;  among  the  Athenians,  the  cullivation  of  thg 
.Tsthetic  nature ;  among  the  Romans,  physical  strength  and  mental  in- 
dependenee,  but  moral  weakness  and  licentious  slavery. 

It  has  been  left  to  the  Anglo-Saxon  family— persecuted  and  exiled 
from  native  soil,  nourished  by  American  Ind  pendence,  political  free- 
dom and  religious  liberty— to  show  to  the  world  that  the  true  education 
must  and  does  develop  body,  mind  and  soul. 
The /r«^  r</«(r<7//V;«  would  supplant  the  effeminacy  of  Athens  with- 
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the  strcnc:th  of  Sparta,  llie  castes  of  Persia  with  the  brotherhood  of 
man,  the  idolatry  of  l'-^::ypt  with  the  Fatherhood  of  (lod. 

The  wealtli  of  a  nation  is  not  in  its  material  resources;  but  in  th^ 
muscle,  brains  and  morals  of  its  people. 

Inveighing  as  wc  do  against  the  union  of  church  and  State,  pro- 
fessing as  we  do  allegiance  to  a  government  whose  strength  is  its 
Christian  civilization,  we  would  be  untrue  to  every  interest  and  princi- 
ple were  we  to  countenance  any  other  than  a  Christian  education  by 
the  church  and  an  ethical  education  by  the  State. 

The  church  will  do  far  more  for  the  ^jiread  of  true  religion,  the  life 
of  Jesus  (^hrist,  in  proportion,  as  more  attention  is  given  to  the  spirit 
of  Christianity,  and  less  to  controversial  theology. 

It  should  be  a  source  of  congratulation  to  the  Baptists  of  Alabama, 
that  they  have  the  means  of  a  Christian  education  by  and  through 
lluir  own  people.  Howard  College  is  a  dedication  of  Alabama  Bap- 
tists to  the  noble  cause  of  physical,  mental  and  si)iritual  manhood. 
This  institution  is  no  longer  an  api)arent  shifting  circumstance— it  is 
a  stable,  living  reality. 

'I'hc  endowment  of  our  na))tist  Institutions  is  still  in  the  j)oekets  of 
the  I'.ajjtists  of  Alabama,  but  we  coniulenfly  look  for  the  day  when  it 
shall  be  transferred  to  their  hearts,  and  through  geueroiis  impulses 
materialize  itself  as  a  handsomelegacy.  for  the  yoving  manhood  and 
womanhood  of  the  future  Alabama;  for  the  Alabama  of  the  future 
will  not  be  the  Alabama  of  the  jjresent. 

The  Judson  has  come  through  flames  to  greater  beauty,  with  no 
loss  of  prestige,  but  with  intensified  power. 

These  institutions  exemplify  the  loftiest  ideal  of  human  excellence— 
the  symmetrical  development  of  manhootl  and  womanhood.  They 
merit  the  financial  and  moral  support  of  all  Baptists,  and  are  worthy 
the  patronage  of  any  who  seek  to  approximate  the  ideal  m  education. 

Inasmuch  as  there  are  liaptists,  and  other  Christian  and  benevo- 
lent citizens  in  Alabama  who  are  able  to  give  valuable  aid  to  educa' 
tiornil  enterprises,  the  following  form  of  beciuest  is  submitted: 

I  hereby  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Alabama  Baptist  State  Conven. 

tion,  a  body  corporate, dollars,  or  property  (as  the  case  may  be) 

to  be  u>ed  for  and  as  a  part  of  permanent  endowment  fund  of  Howard 
College,  (or  judson  Institute,  or  for  any  other  purpose  the  testator 
may  desire.) 

The  following  is  recommended: 

Resolved,  That,  if  means  for  the  purpose  of  adding  to  dormitories 
or  procuring  additional  philosophical  and  chemical  apparatus  be 
needed,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  P'inancial  Secre. 
tary  of  Howard  College  are  authorized  to  hypothecate  any  unappro- 
pria:ed  claims  or  securities  they  may  deem  proper  for  such  purpose. 
We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  reports  of  the  Trustees  of  Howard 
College,  and  Judson  Institu  c,  and  of  the  Board  of  Ministerial 
Education.  ]•  ^'  Gkaham,  Chairman. 
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Remarks  were  made  by  J.  C.  Iliden,  D.  I.  Purser,  J.  B. 
Lovelace,  and  S.  \V.  Averctt ;  and  the  resolution  and  re- 
port were  adopted. 

38.  The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Wm.  A.  Davis, 
was  adopted,  to-wit : 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  W.  C.  Ward,  as  President 
of  the  IJoard  of  Trustees  of  Howard  College,  under  the  re- 
port and  resolutions  set  fo.th  on  pages  30  and  31  of  pro- 
ceedings of  this  Convention  for  1SS9,  in  mortgaging  the 
property  of  the  Convention  and  hypothecating  the  choses 
in  action  to  borrow  money  to  build  the  main  building  of 
Howard  College,  be  confirmed  and  ratified.

40.  The  report  on  Woman's  Work  was  read  by  D.  W. 
Ramsey,  as  follows : 

IIKI'OKT  OX  WOMAN'S  WORK. 

In  presenting  this  report  we  propose  to  set  forth  briefly  the  import- 
ance of  the  work  now  being  done  by  woman  for  the  extension  of  the 
Redeemer's  kingdom.  The  work  in  which  they  are  engaged  is  not 
only  intrinsically  valuable,  but  laudable.  It  cannot  well  be  over-esti- 
mated. P>()m  the  best  information  we  can  gather  in  reports  made  at 
Memphis,  Tenn.,  ]S8!>,  and  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  IS'.H),  they  show  a  dis- 
position to  do  something  for  Missions.  Their  work  is  auxiliary  to  the 
Southern  IJaptist  Convention.  The  spirit  they  manifest  is  commend- 
able, and  w€  recommend  it  to  tlie  prayerful  attention  of  this  Conven- 
tion. There  has  been  some  opposition  to  this  enterprise.  All  do  not 
co-operate  fully—therefore,  we  wish  to  speak  of  a  few  things  in  which 
women  performed  a  praiseworthy  part  in  primitive  Christianity. 

1.  WoMKN  WKKK  i.iHKK.VL.  There  are  benefactors  who  regard 
their  money  only  as  a  resource  of  kindness  and  mercy,  and  who  make 
it  the  leading  business  of  their  lives  to  accomplish  good  and  contribute 
lil)erally  of  their  abundance  into  the  treasury  of  the  Lord  ;  but  it  was 
left  for  a  woman—"  a  certain  poor  widow,  to  give  all  her  living."  The 
Savior  said,  *'This  poor  widow  hath  cast  more  in  than  all  they  that 
have  cast  into  the  treasury."  "Women  ministered  unto  Him  with 
their  substance,"  Luke,  8::3.  Jesus  commended  Mary's  liberality, 
saying,  "  She  hath  done  what  she  could,"  Mark,  14  :  s. 

2.  WoMKN  WKKi:  DKVOTIONAL.  In  Confirmation  of  this  declara- 
tion, we  appeal  to  the  Scriptures.  Fasting  was  recommended  and 
practiced  by  a  woman  as  a  means  to  avert  an  awful  calamity  which 
was  coming  upon  the  Jews,  Esther,  4:  111.  "They  all  continued  with 
one  accord  in  prayer  and  supplication  with  the  women,  and  Mary,  the 
mother  of  Jesus,  and  with   His  brethren,"  Acts,  1 :  14.    We  offer  no 
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comment  upon  these  passages  of  Scripture.    They  establish  the  fact 
we  engaged  to  prove. 

3.  Women  wiau-:  svmi'ATIIKTIC  wi^kkkrs.  When  the  closing 
scene  of  our  Saviour's  life  was  approaching,  we  are  told  *'  Th'.re  fol- 
lowed Him  a  great  company  of  people,  and  of  women,  which  also  be- 
wailed and  lamented  llim,"  Luke,  !.';{;  27.  'ihcy,  beholding  llim  with 
an  unbearable  burden  upon  his  shoulders— fainting  under  the  load- 
gasping  for  breath,  expressed  their  sympathy  by  public  condolence. 
Their  sympathy  is  further  shown  by  their  presence  at  His  burial  and 
early  visit  on  the  third  morning  to  the  tomb  in  which  the  body  w.is  in- 
terred, bringing  spices.  It  is  said  they  were  last  at  the  cross  and  first 
at  the  tomb. 

We  have  said  enough  to  convince  the  most  incredulous  that  women 
were  not  only  willing  but  anxious  to  work  for  the  Master.  Why,  then, 
oppose  them  ?  "  Let  them  alone  "  in  their  work.  They  gave  last  year 
531,2:57. 7<»  to  the  various  objects  fostered  by  the  Soul!icrn  baptist 
Convention.  Mrs.  L  C.  Brown,  Secretary  of  the  Central  Commiitce 
of  Alabama,  says :  "Our  work  in  behalf  of  missions  has  been  quite 
successful.  The  pastors  and  other  ministers  have  been  very  kind  in 
co-operating  with  us;  and  the  ladies  of  the  churches  have  been  ready 
to  respond  to  our  efforts  to  engage  them  in  a  more  earnest  effort  for 
missions  and  for  every  good  word  and  work.  We  have  endeavored  to 
secure  a  Vice-President  in  every  Association.  Twenty-nine  have  been 
secured,  most  of  whom  are  doing  excellent  work.  One  hundred  and 
nine  Mission  and  Aid  Societies,  and  twenty-eight  Sunbeam  Bands  are 
co-operating  with  and  reporting  through  the  Central  Committee. 

"We  have  distributed  a  large  amount  of  literature  furnished  us  by 
the  Executive  Committee  (auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion) of  Baltimore.  This  has  been  of  very  great  assistance  to  our 
work.  Liberal  gifts  .to  all  the  enterprises  of. our  denomination  have 
been  reported  to  us.  We  receive  no  moncy^  only  reports  of  work 
done  by  the  Women's  Societies.  I  do  not  know  the  amount  of  money 
reported.  Mrs.  L  Y.  Sage,  of  Birmingham,  is  Treasurer,  and  all 
money  reports  are  made  to  her."

REPORT    OF    CENTRAL    COMMITTEE     ON     WOMAN'S 

WORK. 

The  Central  Committee  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  report  that  the 

work  entrusted  to  them  by  the  Convention  has  been  successful.    As 

no  instructions  were  given  by  the  Convention,  they  were  compelled  to 

formtilate  for  themselves  a  plan  of  action.    And  realizing  that  the 
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sanction  of  the  pastors  was  indispensable,  their  first  step  was  to  soh'cit 
the  co-operation  of  prominent  ministers  throughout  the  State.  They 
take  this  opportunity  to  thanl<  these  ministers  for  their  prompt  and 
cordial  response,  and  for  the  aid  they  have  rendered.  Their  thanks- 
are  especially  due  to  the  President  of  Howard  College,  and  to  the 
pastors  o/  the  Birmingham  First  and  Southside  churches,  and  of  thy 
East  Lake  church,  to  whose  valuable  assistance  and  co-operation  they 
feel  that  they  are  largely  indebted  for  success.  They  would  also  ten* 
der  their  acknowledgments  to  the  editor  of  the  "Alabama  Baptist"  for 
the  generous  grant  of  a  column  in  his  paper. 

^f     Rev.  W.  B.  Crumpton,  Secretary  of  the  State  ISIission  ]Joard,  has 
''given  every   assistance   in   his   power,   and  cheerfully   assumed   the 
necessary  expenses  of  printing  and  postage— without  which  the  work 
could  not  have  been  prosecuted. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  the  Committee  announce  that  two  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents  appointed  by  the  Convention,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Bush  and  Mrs.  M. 
D.  Karly,  could  not  serve. 

The  Committee  have  attempted  to  secure  a  Vice-President  in  each 
Association.  Twenty-nine  have  been  secured,  most  of  whom  are 
doing  good  service.  One  hundred  and  twelve  Mission  and  Aid  Soci- 
eties, and  twenty-eight  Sunbeam  Bands,  are  co-operating  with,  and  re- 
porting through,  the  Central  Committee.  Thirty  of  these  societies 
have  been  organized  by  the  efforts  of  the  Committee.

Tho  Executive  Committee  at  Baltimore  has  furnished  a  large 
quantity  of  pamphlets,  leaflets,  prayer  cards,  etc.,  for  gratuitous  distri. 
bution.    These  have  been  of  incalculable  help  ia  the  work.

There  has  been  referred  to  the  Committee  a  conmiimication  from  the 
National  Temperance  Society,  issuing  a  call  for  a  National  Convention  to 
be  heltl  at  Saratoga  Springs,  June  iSyi,  and  asking  this  body  to  appoint 
Seven  delegates,  of  whom  the  President  and  Secretary  shall  be  two.  We 
recommend  that  the  Convention  comply  with  the  re(|uest,  and  suggest  as 
the  olhjr  five  delegates  Mrethren  J.  J.  Taylor,  (Jeo.  ]?.  Ilager,  M.  H.^ 
Wharton,  J.  C.  Iliden  and  T.  (J.  lUish. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  petition  in  be- 
half of  the  Convention  the  Managers  of  the  World's  Fair  not  to  open  on 
Sundays. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  President  and  Secretary,  and  C.  W.  Hare, 
J.  Kalkner,  (}.  W.  Townsend  and  (i.  W.  Kllis  be  instructed  to  metnorialize 
the  present  legislature,  in  behalf  of  the  Convention,  to  pass  a  law  re(iuiring 
the  petitions  for  licpior  licenses,  with  the  names  of  freeholders  and  house- 
holders consenting  to  the  sale,  to  be  published  in  the  county  paper  for  four 
consecutive  weeks  before  the  license  can  be  granted;  requiring  that  a 
majority  of  the  freeholders,  who  are  householders,  in  any  beat,  shall  con- 
sent in  writing  before  the  issuance  of  license  to  the  person  applying  for  same; 
forbidding  the  probate  judge  to  issue  license,  or  renew  same,  to  any  person 
who  has  been  guilty  of  violating  any  bf  the  liquor  statutes  of  this  State,  the 
question  of  guilt  to  be  established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  judge  of  pro- 
bate, when  application  is  considered;  and  forbidding  the  sale  of  liquor 
within  five  miles  of  any  church  or  school  house,  not  in  a  town  of  more  than 
one  thousand  inhabitants. 

We  also  urge  that  our  churches  take  higher  ground  on  this*subject  and 
more  rigidly  enforce  discipline  against  intemperance  among  their  members. 

A  petition  from  the  Cullman  Association,  making  several  recommenda- 
tions has  been  referred  to  your  Committee. 

The  Committee  being  in  doubt  as  to  the  best  disposition  to  be  made  of 
this  petition,  refer  the  same  back  to  the  Convention  without  recommenda-
